GENERAL MILNE AND SERBIAN OFFICIAL. 


ALLIES REJOICE AT SALONIKI. 
Information given out by the French 
authorities in regard to the situation 
at Saloniki seems to indicate that the 
entente allies are preparing an _  of- 
fensive movement. <A. Saloniki_ dis- 
patch of several weeks ago said that 
an allied offensive in Macedonia had 
been arranged for the middle of May, 
but that it had been postponed and 
might be expected in Jily at the lat- 
est. There are some 130,000 Serbian 
troops on this front, several hundred 
thousand French and British soldiers. 
It is generally understood the allies 
have 600,000 or more men available 
for a campaign. Opposed to them are 
the Bulgarians, with unknown num- 
bers of Turks, Germans and Austrians. 
It has been reported that Bulgaria’s 
allies have withdrawn troops recently. 
The upper or the two accompanying 
pictures shows Serbian, French and 
English soldiers fraternizing in Salo- 
riki and rejoicing over a bit of news 
favorable to the allied cause. The 
lower picture shows a high Serbian 
officer (right) in earnest conversation 
with the British general, Milne.

SANE IN TENNESSEE, 
INSANE IN LOUISIANA 


New Orleans, July  21.—Federal 
Judge Foster, in an opinion today dis- 
missing, without prejudice, the suit of 
Ferdinand Vaughan Gasquet, for a di- 
vision of his mother’s $600,000 estate, 
held-that, while under a decree of the 
Tennessee courts, Gasquet may be sane 
in that state, he is insane in Louisiana 
until an interdiction. of the Louisiana 
courts is set aside. Gasquet’s appeal 
from the state's courts. verdict. declar- 
in im insane is pending before the 
United States supreme court. 

A’ few years ago Gasquet shot and 
wounded his mother’s coachman here 
and shortly afterward he was ad- 
judged insane. While fighting the case 
in the courts he went to Memphis, 
established a domicile, and obtained a 
court decree declaring him sane, Later 
he filed a bill in federal court for an 
accounting and partition of his moth- 


er’s.-estate, which suit. Judge Foster 
today dismissed. 


LIQUOR SHIPMENT TAY 
FAVORED BY COMMITTEE 


Drinkers Must Pay Eight Cents 
More Each Delivery if 
This Bill Passes. 


After listening to argument by Geor- 
gia carriers, represented by Attorney 
R. C. Alston: by representatives of the 
county ordinary’s office and others in- 
terested, the house judiciary committee 
No. 1 yesterday afternoon voted unani- 
mously,to report favorably a bill to 
levy a special tax of 8 cents upon 
every consignment of liquor shipped 
into the state under the provisions of 
the prohibition law. 

The bill, as approved, is the amend- 
ed substitute of Senator Eakes-Repre- 
sentative Dorris, a substitute*to the 
bill of Harris, of Washington, in which 
Mr. Harris concurs. As it stands 
amended it provides that the ordina- 
ries of the various counties, when 
they receive statements of liquor de- 
liveries shall permanently keep a rec- 
ord of all of this data and open for 
the inspection of the public. Every 
persons to whom hquor thus shipped 
is delivered would, at the time of the 
delivery, give a receipt for his pack- 
age and pay over to the person or firm 
from whom or which’ it is received 8 
cents for each package. This money 
would be divided, 5 cents to the ordi- 
nary and 3 to the agents of the car- 
rier, who, by this bill, would be con- 
stituted an agent also for the state in 
this capacity. 

The ordinary, according to the bill 
shall retain the. first $600 for each 
fiscal year from the approval of the 
act, out of the amount thus paid to 
him through the delivery agent, and 
the entire amount, if it does not ex- 
ceed $600, and of all amvunts received 
by him over $600, he shall retain 20 
per cent for each fiscal year as com- 
pensation for his services, the re- 
maining 80 per cent to be paid into 
the state treasury, there to be accreqd- 
ited to the gereral fund. These re- 
mittances must ‘be made to the treas- 
urer at the end of each thirty-day pe- 
riod. 

Failure on the part of any person 
Or interest contemplated by the bill 
tb comply with its provisions is made 
a misdemeanor. : 


PUBLIC BUILDING BILL 
DEFENDED BY CLARK 


Washington, July 21.—Rising to a 
question of personal privilege in the 
house today, Representative Clark, of 
Florida, chairman of the committee on 
public buildings, denied published 
charges that the omnibus building bill 
was a “gigantic pork graft.” He crit- 
icised the office of the supervising 
architect of the treasury, which the 
bill would abolish, and charged that 
office merely guessed at cost of public 
buildings. He contended that for 
years the treasury department has not 
only exhausted original appropriations 
for public buildings, but had applied 
to subsequent congresses, as a prac- 
tice. for increases of maximum limits 
of cost. He read to the house a list 
of. cities and towns where the com- 
mittee had allowed less than the 
treasury department estimated for.

SUBMARINE WAITS 
FOR ROUGH WEATHER 


Not Believed Deutschland 
Will Make Dash Until Con- 
ditions Are Unsettled— Al- 
lied Warships Watch. 


Baltimore, July 21.—Captain Paul 
Koenig and fourteen members of the 
crew of the submarine Deutschland 
were feted tonight by thousands of 
Baltimoreans of German extraction at 
a celebration at Canstatter park under 
the auspices of the local branch of the 
German and Austrian Red Cross. They 
remained at the park until a late hour. 
Captain Koenig made a brief address 
in which he said: “I will see you within 
a few weeks.” 

Announcement from an authoritative 
source was made tonight that Count 
von Bernstorff, the German ambassa- 
dor, and Prince Hatzfeld, of the em- 
bassy staff, would come to Baltimore 
next Wednesday to make another in- 
spection of the Deutschland. 

Congressman G. W. Edmunds, of 
Philadelphia, visited the Deutschland’s 
pier late today and asked Captain 
Hinsch, of the North German Lloyd 
steamer Neckar, to permit him to board 
the Neckar for a view of the subma- 
rine. He was told that no more passes 
were being issued to the Neckar, but 
Captain Hinsch invited him back on 
Monday, “when another submarine just 
like the Deutschland will be in.” 

The stalwart negro guard at 
entrance to the Neckar’s pier was told 
that his services would not be needed 
after today, but that he would be want- 
ed next week when the Bremen ar- 
rived. 

Negotiations now said to be pending 
between the Eastern Forwarding com- 
pany. and one of the largest American 
banking institutions for a big consign- 
ment of gold to be sent back to Ger- 
many On the submarine merchantman, 
Deutschland, were given as the cause of 
the delay in the undersea liner’s depart- 
ure from Baltimore, according to an 
offcial,of the submarine’s American 
agents today.

ANOTHER VICTORY 
FOR THE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, July 21.—(Via London.)— 
Russian troops, advancing toward the 
northern Galician border, have defeated 
the Austro-Hungarians in the region 
of the confluence of the Styr and Lipa 
rivers, and have captured more than 
1,600 prisoners, says the official state- 
ment issued today. The Austrians re- 
tired to the heights near the town of 


Berestechk. 
The official statement follows: 


“On many sectors of the Dvina front 
there were violent artillery fights. 

“In the region of the Styr, above its 
confluence with the Lipa, we dealt 
another stroke at the enemy, ejecting 
him from the village of Verbene and 
from fortified works south of that 
village and, keeping on the heels of 
his bewildered rear, seized the cross- 
ings of the Styr. The enemy retired 
toward the hetghts near the town of 
Berestechk and is beginning partly to 
surrender to a battalion already en- 
gaged in the region of Berestechk. 
Prisoners taken already number more 
than 1,600, including many officers. 

“Our brave regimental commander, 
Colonel Tatarnoff, died gloriously 
fighting the latter part of June in the 
region of Kozin, southwest of Dubno, 
at the head of his regiment while 
crossing a river under a murderous 
fire and putting the enemy to dis- 
orderly flight.’ 

The war office communication issued 
this evening says: 

“Western (Russian) front: The val- 
ient army of General Sakharoff having 
surmounted all the difficulties of cross- 
ing the Lipa under the concentrated 
fire of the enemy, on Thursday drove 
back the enemy, who fled in disorder. 
Our artillery is shelling the retreating 
enemy columns, which have been driven 
across the Lipa at several points. 

‘Yesterday (Wednesday) we took 
about 1,000 prisoners and four cannon, 
three of which were loaded. Prisoners

continue to come in. Further informa- 
tion indicates that the prisoners taken 
in Thursday's battle numbered three of- 
ficers and 155 men. Four machine guns 
were also captured. 

“This fighting took place in the re- 
gion southwest of Kimpolung ftsouthern 
Bukowina), in the Waleputna region, 
where the enemy was driven from one 
height. 

“The number of prisoners taken in 
the battHe of the. L6th continues to 
increase, at present Bumbering 2,817 
men and 75 officers. The booty already 
consists of three guns, 49 machine guns, 
36 bomb throwers, 80 cases of grenades 
and bombs, 60 cases of ammunition, 58 
cases of machine gun cartridge belts 
and three depots -centaining. 35,570 
shells, 5,230 hand grenades and a huge 
quantity of rifle cartridges and other 
war material.” 


RETREAT ADMITTED 
BY THE AUSTRIANS, 


Vienna, July 21.—(Via London.)— 
Under the pressure of attacks by the 
Russians, the Austro-Hungarian forces 
in the region of tne Styr and Lipa 
rivers, north of the Galician border 
have been forced to withdraw‘’to new 
positions in the region of Berestechk, 
says an official statement issued by 
the war office today. 

The statement says: 

“In the sector at the mouth of the 
Lipa the enemy attacked after artij- 
lery preparations which lasted severa) 
days. His advance by way of Wer- 
ben was arrested. Nevertheless, we 
withdrew our salient positions before 
a new threatening surrounding move- 
ment in the region of Berestechk.” 


RUSSIANS TAKE 
TURKISH TOWN. 


Petrograd, July 21.—(Via London.)— 
The capture by Russian troops of the 
town of Gumuskhaneh, forty-five miles 
southwest of Trebizond in Turkish 
Armenia, was announced today by the 
war office, 

The official statement says: 

“In the region of Djwizlyk we made 
further progress, taking prisoner an 
officer and sixty Turks. 

“Between Trebizond and Erzingan, 
after a fight, we took the town of 
Gumuskhaneh. In the region north- 
west of the town of Kialkitschevtli we 


took prisoner thirty Turkish officers

MYSTERY SHROUDS 
SBAND'S MOTIVE 


For Killing His Wife and 
Col. Butler—Spannell Was 
Motoring With Victims 
When He Killed Them. 


Alpine, Texas, July 21.—Mystery sur- 
rounds the motive of Harry J. Spannell, 
manager of a local hotel, for shooting 
and killing his wife and Lieutenant 
Colonel M. C. Butler, of the Sixth United 
States cavalry, while the three were 
motoring yesterday evening. 

According to an announcement from 
the county attorney tonight, Spannell, 
who surrendered himself immediately 
after the shooting, refused to discuss 
his case and a thorough investigation 
disclosed no apparent 
killing. 

The shooting cansed much excitement 
because of the prominence of the Span- 
nell family and of. Colonel Butler. 
Spannell, who was held over night in 
the county jail, was taken today to an- 
other town, the name of which was not 
revealed, for safe keeping.

turned in his seat, drew an automatic 
pistol and a revolver and with the one 
began shooting Colonel Butler and with 
the other his wife. 

He calmly emptied both fire arms 
into the bodies of the victims, accord- 
ing to witnesses, and then without 
haste, walked to the courthouse and 
gave himself up. 

Apparently Colonel Butler was shot 
first and killed instantly, for persons 
nearby heard the woman cry out after 
the shooting had begun, “Harry, don't 
kill me!” while the officer made no 
outcry. at 

Previous to the sflooting Spannell had 
been chatting gaily with friends at the 
Holland hotel, of which he was man- 
ager. 

Colonel Butler only recently was pro- 
moted from the rank of major and had 
been stationed here in command of the 
garrison for about two months and had 
become popular with the townspeople. 
He lived at the Holland hotel and he 
and his wife and 11-year-old son were 
on intimate terms socially with Mr. and 
Mrs. Spannell and_ their 5-year-old 


daughter. 

Before being ‘taken. away, from the 
local jail, Spannell broke down and 
sobbed bitterly, bemoaning what he 
termed his “madness.” He persisted, 
however, in his refusal to’ distuss his 
reasons for the shooting. 

Spannell, who is 30 years old, is a na- 
tive of Hazletan, Pa., where. his par- 
ents still live. A graduate of musical 
conservatories in this country and 
abroad, he was an instructor in music 
at Baylor univetsity at Wuato, Texas, 
when he met the daughter of John R. 
Holland, a cattle man and banker of Al- 
pine, whom he later married. Mrs. 
Spannell was then a student in the uni- 
versity. She was 29 years old and was 
known as one of the most beautiful 
women in Texas. 

Colonel Butler was 52 years old and 
a native of Edgefield, S. C. He wasa 
son of Major General Mathew Calvert 
Butler, U. S. A., who for a number of 
years was a United States senator from 
South Carolina. 

Colonel Butler’s body was sent to 
Washington today to be buried in Ar- 
lington National cemetery.

APPEAL FOR THE POLES 
BY PRESIDENT WILSON 


Washington; July 21.—President Wil- 
son today sent personal messages to 
European rulers urging their co-oper- 
atio in getting food supplies from 
the United States to the starving peo- 
ple of Poland. Previous efforts in the 
game direction directed through the 
state department to the foreign of- 
fices of the countries involved have 
met with failure. The president de- 
sires that France, Great Britain and 
Russia allow the passage of the food- 
stuffs and that Germany and Austria- 
Hungary guarantee that the food be 
given only to the civilian population. 

The messages which are identical, are 
addressed to the King of England, the 
President of France, the Emperor of 
Russia, the Emperor of Germany and 
the Emperor of Austria-Hungary. 
is understood that no definite plan is 
suggested, although the president inti- 
mates that the United States would 
be glad to foster such a relief organi- 
zation in Poland as has been main- 
tained with such success in Belgium. 

The following statement was given 
out at the white house: 

“The president has sent personal let- 
ters to the King of England, the Em- 
peror of Germany, the Czar of Russia, 
the Emperor of Austria and the Presi- 
dent of France, suggesting the takin 
up entirely afresh of the matter of th 
relief of the overwhelming suffering 
in Poland, and tendering the friendly 
offices of this government in negotia- 
tions as to the possibility and method 
of such relief, any plan proposed to be 
of such character as to be adapted to 
the accomplishment of no.other result 
than that of the relief of the distressed 
inhabitants of Poland.’ 

The president sent the letters at the 
earnest solicitation of natives of Po- 
land living in this country who have 
told him that conditions in Poland are 
beyond description, that men, women 
and children are starving and that all 
efforts to extend relief has failed.

BRAVE WORK 
BY COLONIALS. 


Paris, July 21.—French-: cojonial 
troops played a conspicuous part in 
the latest offensive along the River 
Somme. Immediately before the action 
Lieutenant Colonel kL. told his men 
they would have to measure arms with 
a powerfal and well armed enemy, but. 
he said: “I have seen you at work and 
know I can count on you. Good luck! 
Forward!” 

Not long afterward Lieutenant Col- 
onel L.’s men, by an impetuous assault, 
captured three lines of German trench- 
es, twelve machine guns and more than 
500 prisoners. 

Not far from Belloy-en-Santerre, near 
the -Amiens-Peronne road, an officer of 
the colonial troops was wounded in the 
head by a ball from a machine gun. Al- 
most blinded by blood, he turned to- 
ward his men and said simply: “Avenge 
me.” With these words his troops, with 
courage and dash,. went at their ’ad- 
versaries with the bayonet and the re- 
sult of their work, says an eye-witness, 
was horrible. 

Among the prisoners taken in the 
vicinity of the Somme were Wurttem- 
bergers, Saxons, Bavarians and Prus- 
sians. For the most part they were 
very young, averaging 17 to 20 years.

Nashville, Tenn., July 21.—Ira Lan- 
@rith, nominated by the _ prohibition 
party for vice president, has for many 
years been a-leader in the religious 
and educational life of Nashville, and 
of recent years has become known na- 
tionally in his stand for prohibition 
as a member of the “flying squadron” 
of leading men which toured practi- 
cally the entire country. He was born 
in Ellis cotinty, Texas, in 1865, and 
graduated in theology from Trinity 
university, Texas, in 1906. Since that 
time he has been prominent in the 
Cumberland Presbyterian church as an 
editor and leader, and has been a lead- 
ing figure of the Tennessee Anti-Sa- 
loon league. 

He was moderator of the general 
a@ssembly of the Cumberland Presby- 
terian church at the time that de- 
nomination was united with the Pres- 
byterian church, U. S. A. He served 
consecutively as president of Belmont 
college, Ward seminary and later of 
the combined girls’ schools, now known 
as Ward-Belmont.

WHEN HIS WIFE BURNS 
HUSBAND SHOOTS SELF 


Norfolk, Va., July 21.—Separate in- 
vestigations today by the coroner, the 
police and the fire department failed 
to throw any new light on the circum- 
stances surrounding the death here 
yesterday of Mrs. Z. E. Keister and the 
attempted suicide of her husband, the 
prominent real estate dealer. The 
charred body of Mrs. Keister was 
found in the attic of her burned home. 
Keister escaped from the building, but 
afterwards shot himself through the 
head. 

The fire department’ § investigation 
today disclosed, according to depart- 
ment officials, that the house was set 
afire in two places, in the attic and 
on the first floor. <A piece of oil- 
soaked carpet was found near the 
body of Mrs. Keister, they said, some 
distance from an oil stove.

Keister’s rela- 
tives today explained that the plle of 
kindling wood found in the attic was 
stowed there for use in open grates. 
The fact that the bedroom doors were 
found locked on the second floor was 
explained by the declaration that they 
are equipped with, spring locks. 

Major Kiser, chief of police, Coroner

Shackleford tonight declined to dis- 
cuss the tragedy. 

Keister, at a hospital, has declined 
to make a statement other than that 
he shot himself when he found his wife 
had failed to escape from the burning 
building.

Flood victims in the Asheville dis- 
trict are being provided with food from 
that city and wagon and motor trucks 
are leaving Charlotte at frequent in- 
tervals with supplies.

REPAIR WORK 
BEING PUSHED. 

Asheville, N. C., July 21.—The close 
of the fifth day since the disastrous 
floods found conditions rapidly ap- 
proaching normal in this section, where 
repair work is being rushed, and re- 
lief measures are being carried out. 
Homeless victims of the high waters 
around here have been provided with 
food, shelter and clothes, although, ac- 
cording to reports conditions were not 
so favorable in isolated sections of 
North Carolina, where from some lo- 
calities federal aid has been requested. 

Active work was in progress around 
here today on several large industrial 
plants damaged by the flood, and along 
the river front here, a mile in length 
and the only portion of Asheville to 
suffer from flood, the work of restora- 
tion and salvage was being rapidly 
pushed. The majority of business men 
and manufacturers affected continued 
to decrease their estimates of loss. 

Railroad repair work is under way 
and it was officially announced tonight 
that by Wednesday train service would 
be resumed between Asheville and 
Spartanburg, and that probably by Mon- 
day a line would be in operation to 
Hendersonville from here. 

The electric railway line from Ashe- 
ville to Weaverville, a nearby town, 


said local street cars, which have been 
tied up, would be in full operation 
within a week or ten days. Electric 
lights also were turned on in the resi- 
dence section late today, and the 
lights in the business section were ex- 
pected to be shortly. Artificial gas 
will be available for Asheville by Mon- 
day, it was said. Flood damage to the 
plants in the lower part of the city 
crippled the light, power and 
supply.

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State Highway Legislation 
- Is Endangered by House 


Lowér Branch of General 
Assembly Seems Bent on 
Blocking Bi11s—Burwell 


Locks Doors on Disorderly 
Session—Members Refuse 


to Listen to Speakers--Bills 
Up Monday. 


a 


When proposed state highway com- 
mission legislation was reached, as a 
special order, in the lower house of 
the general assembly yesterday morn- 
ing, the house immediately resolved it- 
self into a whole committee of disor- 
der, and it remained so until, after 
killing an hour's time in accomplishing 
nothing, it adjourned at 12:40 until 
next Monday morning at 11 o'clock. 
‘Nothing else of any moment was 
done yesterday! 

Among the members of the house, 
following adjournment, the prediction 
was freely made that unless the house 
assumes an entirely different attitude 
from what has thus far made itself 
apparent in its proceedings, the 
chances for highway legislation during 
this session are slight. Such legisla- 
tion, it is freely opined, will fal 
through a triple combination of ele- 


ments. 

First. the jealousy of authorship; 
second, powerful influence bent upon 
placing the prison commission first in 
command of highway construction in 
Georgia; third, haggling over who or 
what board shall handle the moneys 
accruing to the state through the 
licensing of motor vehicles. 

To these might be added a fourth: 
Indifference. 

All four were evident yesterday. 

When the highway commission bills 
were reached after the routine of oven- 
ing and the disposal of local matters, 
Representatives Walker, of Ben Hill; 
Cook, of Telfair, and Yeomans, of Ter- 
reill, each submitted an amendment to 
the substitute bill of Jones, of Cow- 
eta. Turner, of Brooks, offered 
an amendment to his bill, and 
Representative Elders, of Tattnall, 
introduced an entirely new sub- 
stitute, making in all now pending be- 
fore the house, five distinct highway 
commission bills, offered as substi- 
tutes for the original Andrews Dill, 
killed in committee last year, and four 
amendments. 

Turner First Speaker. 

Representative Turner, of 
who introduced the substitute for 
original committee substitute for the 
Andrews Dill, and which bill was rec- 
ommended by the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce, indorsed by the State Asso- 
ciation of County Commissioners, then 
subsequently passed upon by the pub- 
lic highways committee of the hwuouse 
and reported with recommendation that 
it do pass, was recognized to speak in 
behalf of his bill. 

Although but few more than a quo- 
rum-of members were present, hardly 
had Turner begun to speak when such 
a hum arose throughout the house, be-

Each 
member shall receive $1,000 a year ad- 
ditional to his salary as a prison com- 
missioner, and shall hold office for the 
same length of term as a highway com- 
sionner as he does as a prison commis- 
sioner. 

The highway commission, the Dill 
provides, shall hire, at $3,000 a year, an 
expert road builder and civil engineer, 
who shall devote his entire time toward 
the construction of the best roads pos- 
sible for the entire state. He would 
have the title of public roads and 
bridge commissioner of the state, and 
under him would be appointed twelve 
district engineers—assistants—each to 
be centrally stationed as nearly as pos- 
sible to the center of his respective 
congressional district, and each to be 
paid $2,000 a year. 

To Supervise County Work. 

The duties of these twelve assistants 
to the public roads and bridge com- 
missioner would be to visit at least 
once a month every county in the state, 
deliver plans and specifications to the 
county authorities, and give them in- 
struction in the matters pertaining to 
road and bridge construction and main- 
tenance. Each would be allowed $500 a 
year for traveling expenses. 

The total ($36,000) annual expense of 
the commission contemplated in the bill 
would be paid out of the surplus fund 
from the automobile license tax fund, 
“which,” said the author of the bill, “is 
now lying idle in the state treasury.” 
The bill also provides that the $100,000 
now being paid out of the automobile 
tax fund annually to the counties of 
the state for highway purposes shall 
continue to be so paid as at present. 

Also, the Elders bill provides that 
“no convicts shall be taken from any 
county of the state.” 

It provides that Georgia's portion of 
the federal post roads fund appropri- 
ated under the recent act of congress, 
shall be spent by the state highway 
commission upon the rural mail routes 
in the state, “under the rules of the 
national s;overnment governing the 
same.”’ 

The Walker amendment to the Jones 
bill provides that the state’s motor ve- 
hicle funds “shall be spent equally in 
each county ‘according to the number 
of miles of rural routes thereof, and 
the county authorities shall have all 
work done on said roads. as far as the 
funds appropriated by the highway 
commission will warrant; said funds to 
be spent under the direction of the 
state highway commission and accord- 
ing to the survey made by the engineer 
employed for the purpose.”

'BIBB BILL IS DEFEATED. 


Committee Opposes Abolishing 
Treasurer's Office. 


The bill to abolish the office of coun- 
ty treasurer of Bibb county was, after 
three hearings, killed by the house 
committee on countiés and county 
matters Friday afternoon. Represent- 
ative Ayer, who, with Representative 
Barfield, was an author of the bill, 
reversed his position and became an 
opponent after it was read in the 
house. 

Friday he offered an amendment to 
the original] bill which would make 
the law a matter for referendum, and 
if two-thirds of the voters saw fit to 
abolish the office, it would aot take 
effect until the present treasurer's 
term had expired. 

Objection was raised to the original 
bill because it gave to the county com- 
missioners absolute power over the 
county funds, since the bank which 
the commissioners designajed as de- 
pository was required to make all pay- 
ments Which they might demand. BB. 
J. Fowler, of Bibb, said that the new 
law would make the bank a mere crea- 
ture of the commissioners, and would 
be creating a depository without the 
safeguards of the general law by way 
of bond, for only $100,000 was asked 
as security. Representative Barfield, 
who championed the bill, said he was 
obligated to try to abolish the office 
to save the county’s money.

SENATE HOLDS LISTLESS 
MEETING ON FRIDAY 


Little Accomplished During 
the Day’s Session—Harris

AGANST BANDIT VILL 


General Garcia Has Sworn to 


Avenge Murder of Son 
and Brother-in-Law. 


El Paso, Texas, July 21.—Villa, with 
his band, is encamped at Inde, 35 miles 
south of the Chihuahua-Durango bor- 
der, according to a private dispatch here 
tonight. The disnatch continued that 
on his retreat from Parral, after being 
defeated by General Ernesto Garcia ten 
days ago, the bandit chieftain stopped 
at a small ranch near Cuevas, where 
he murdered Garcia's only son and his 
brother-in-law. As a result Garcia is 
said to have taken the “blood oath” 
and is pursuing the bandits with 1,500 
cavalry in co-operation with the com- 
mand of General Matias Ramos, whose 
uncle was killed in a recent clash with 
the Villaistas. 

A new story brought here by an 
American from Parral was that Major 
Frank Tompkins, commanding the de- 
tachment of American cavalrymen 
which was fired on by Carranzistas in 
Parral in April, was within 24 hours’ 
march of the bandit. chief. Villa, 
wounded and hauled about in a wagon 
and accompanied by less than fifty men, 
was then just a few miles south of the 
Las Nieves road, and it was certain 
that the Americans would have over- 
taken the small band if they had pro- 
ceeded. 

San Antonio, Texas, July 21.—Corrob- 
oration of the reports that Francisco 
Villa is personally directing a campaign 
that has for its immediate object the 
capture of Torreon was contafned in a 
report from General Pershing to Gen- 
eral Funston today. The message was 
filed yesterday at Columbus. 

Information that had reached General 
Pershing was that Villa, with 1,800 men, 
was planning an attack on Torreon. He 
added that it had heen definitely es- 
tablished that Villa was still suffer- 
ing from the @ound in his right lee.

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GERMAN U-MINE LAYER 
| CAPTURED BY BRITISH 


London, July 21.—The German sub- 
' marine mine layer whichisof the U-309 
class, one of the latest prizes of the 
British navy, was visited by an Asso- 
|ciated Press representative today prior 
to its being placed on public exhibition 
| in the Thames. 

| The prize, flying the German naval en- 
sign surmounted by the British ensign 
lay in a naval dock yard on the east 
'coast. The vessel is designed purely 
for mine-laying. The entire forward 
part is composed of wheels, six in num- 
ber, each containing two powerful 
mines, which can be released by levers. 
The ship has no torpedo tubes or other 
jarmament except small arms for tne 
.crew and is only 100 feet in length. 

| Thirteen bluejackets and five of- 
' ficers comprise the crew of the spybma- 
rine. According to one of the seamen 
she made, prior to her capture, nine- 
teen trips from her base in Germany to 
the British coast and laid over two 
hundred mines in routes frequented by 
merchant vessels. She was on her 
twentieth trip when she was captured 
by the British patrol boat. 

The sailors said that when the sub- 
marine was sighted and chased by a 
patrol boat the crew tried to get rid 
of her remaining mines, but had net 
sufficient time. Seeing that capture was 
inevitable the officers ordered the aban- 
donment of the ship, destroyed the log 
and other records and virtuaily demol- 
ished the six-cylinder Diesel engine of 
approximately 250 horse power. All of 
the crew and officers were taken pris- 
oners. 

The hull of the submarine is in good 
condition, but shows a nunmiber of dents 
where it struck obstacles in its. under- 
water voyages. The craft shows signs 
of rapidity of construction, but appears 
well fitted for mhort trips across the 
North sea. British naval officers point- 
ed out that the mines carried no ap- 
paratus for rendering them harmless if 
they broke loose from their moorings, 
as required by The Hegue convention.
